This is in reference to communication received 24 January 2008. 

Drawings 

The drawings have been approved by the examiner. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .31 2. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. In the response received 24 
January 2008, applicant has cancelled claim 4, and, pending claim 5 claims 
dependency on claim 4. It is deemed that the limitations of claim 4 have been 
incorporated as limitation in claim 1 . To expedite the prosecution of the application, 
examiner reads claim 5 as claiming dependency on claim 1 . 

After the examiner's amendment, amended claims will read as follows: 
Claim 5. 

The method according to claim [[4]] 1, wherein said databases comprise: 
a resource database and said record of said resource provider stored therein; 
a certified resource database having said record of said certified resource 
provider certified with said items; 
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a business model database having a plurality of business models of enterprises; 

and 

a plan database having at least a business plan combining said record of said 
resource provider with said business models of enterprises. 



Reason For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's invention relates to a method for efficiently matching resources 
required to establish business and business facilities through the Internet, by using an 
electronic hub system communicating with resource providers. Said electronic hub 
saves a record of information about items provided by the resource providers, examines 
items of said resource provider thereby certify certifying said resource provider as being 
able to provide at least one of the items, and to confirm said resource provider's 
reliabilities; Said electronic hub system matches resource provider according to said 
record of said resource provider with other certified resource providers having a record 
saved in said electronic hub system, by collecting and analyzing the stored records of 
stored certified resource providers in said electronic hub system, implementing matches 
and forming business plans for said a requesting certified resource provider and 
matched certified resource provider stored in said electronic hub system based on 
similarities to business models of the other certified resource providers, wherein said 
business plans are created for matched resource providers at said electronic hub 
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system base based on request of said certified resource providers . Said business are 
provided to certified resource providers to decide whether the matched resource 
providers want to take in part in the said business plans, and if said certified resource 
providers cooperate in accordance with the match provided by said electronic hub 
system, and then said electronic hub system help the said certified resource providers 
communicate each other.

creating business plans for matched resource providers at said electronic hub 
system base based on request of said certified resource providers . 
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Prior art WebSwap's Garage Sale Features Dynamic Pricing teaches: 

System and method for collecting information from registered sellers, matching a 
buyer with the seller. WebSwap teaches capability wherein buyer and sellers can swap 
resources. 

Prior art WebSwap's Garage Sale Features Dynamic Pricing does not teach: 

creating business plans for matched resource providers at said electronic hub 
system base based on request of said certified resource providers . 

Prior art Marketing Services Team to Provide Comprehensive Solutions for 
International Marketing teaches: 

Internet based marketing system to assist businesses with advertising, marketing 
and matches businesses with other businesses. 

Prior art Marketing Services Team to Provide Comprehensive Solutions for 
International Marketing does not teach: 

creating business plans for matched resource providers at said electronic hub 
system base based on request of said certified resource providers .
